Service Which Began to Fail at Noon, Nor- 
mal Again by 8 O’clock—Ice Cubes 
Melted for Drinking Water. 


There was plenty of water in 
Kirkwood last night for washing 
the dishes, but in many homes wa- 


ter for preparing the evening meal 
was something of a problem. 
The municipal water supply 
failed tn the afternoon because 
vandals had choked with debris 
the concrete intake basin of the 
water plant at the big bend of the 
Meramec River near Marshall 
road. 

The water supply began to fail 
about noon, when a 500,000-gallon 
storage tank was drained. The 
pumps began working about 6 
o’clock, and two hours later service 
was again normal. 
The steady rain during the after- 
noon reduced fire hazards in the 
interval when there was no water, 
and at some homes pots and pans 
were set out to catch the rain for 
use. Others melted ice cubes to 
obtain drinking water, and some 
found the supply in basement hot- 
‘water heating tanks useful for 
cooking. ) 

* Demand for Bottled Water. 


There was a big demand at drug 


and distilled water. Some restau- 
rants sent outside the Kirkwood 
area to obtain a supply of drink- 
ing water. 

At the Marine Hospital there 
was a reserve supply in the hos- 
pital’s own tanks. The water sup- 
ply did not fail completely at 
either of the city’s homes for the 
aged, the Old Folks’ Home or St. 
Agnes’ Home, although pressure 


was extremely low. At the Old 
Folks’ Home water trickled from 
first-floor faucets, but there was 
none on the second floor. 

Normally there are two of the 
500,000-gallon storage tanks in use 
to serve Kirkwood’s population of 
12,000, but yesterday one was being 
cleaned and was empty. 

Believed to Be Prank. 

City Engineer Herman C. Holz 
thought the damage at the water 
plant was in the nature of a mis- 
chievous prank. There had been 
similar but less destructive hap- 
penings before, Holz said. The 
plant is adjacent to a section of 
the Meramec River used for pic- 
nicks and recreation, and picnick- 
ers have sometimes thrown foreign 
material into the intake basin, he 
said. 

This time six heavy iron lids 
which seal the intake basin had 
been removed and dropped into it. 
On top of them were piled logs, 
stones, earth and other debris. The 
basin is 10 by 20 feet, and 15 feet 
deep. After the debris had been 
removed it was discovered that a 
joint in the intake pipe leading 
from the basin to the pumps had 
been broken, and more than an 
hour was required to repair that. 

Holz said consideration had been 
given to fencing in the intake 
basin, but this was viewed as im- 
practical because occasional high 
water might damage the fence or 
sweep it away. Police would be 
asked, he said, to patrol the area 
of the water plant more frequently.

|WPB Stops Unessential Building 
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WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP).— 
A Government order blocking vir- 
tually all new construction, private 
and public, except for the war ef- 
fort, went into effect today. 

The War Production Board’s or- 
der, issued yesterday, prohibits any 
residential construction other than 
maintenance and repair work if 
the cost is $500 or more, forbids 
any new agricultural construction 
of $1000 or more, and specifies that 
no other types of construction— 
commercial, industrial, recreation- 
al, institutional, highway or util- 
ities, whether publicly or privately 
financed—may be started if the 
cost is more than $5000. 

The only exceptions are in cases 
where specific Government permis- 
sion is granted. 

Further, said WPB, projects now 
under construction are being ex- 
amined individually, and may be 
stopped “if the scarce materials 
to be used in them can be put to 
more effective use in the war pro- 
gram” 

WPB Chairman Donald M. Nel- 
son said the action would virtual- 
ly “suspend the civilian construc- 
tion industry” for the duration. 
The Labor Department estimated 
previously that non-defense con- 
struction would amount to $3,650, 
000,000 this year. 

The $500 limit on residential 
construction applies for a full year; 
that is, an owner may not spend 
$500 on a dwelling and later make 
another $500 outlay on the same 
building. Similar restrictions ap- | 
ply to farm and other construc-| 
tion maximums. 

The order does not change ex- 
isting regulations permitting con- 
struction of residences, costing up | 
to $6000, in defense housing critical 
areas, designated as such by “the 
Government. 

The board said the purpose of 
the order was to divert steel, cop- 
per, iron and other scarce mate 


rials from unnecessary construc- 
tion to fighting materiel and need- 
ed defense housing. 

Emblem of Approval. 

Under consideration is a plan 
for issuance of an emblem to be 
posted on each job to show that 
the cogstruction has been approved 
by WPB. 

William V. Kahler, chief of the 
WPB construction branch, was 
named administrator of the new 
program. He is on leave of ab- 
sence ag chief engineer for the 
Chicago area of the Illinois Bell 
Telephone Co. ' 

Applications for new conatruc- 
tion must be filed with local of- 
fices of the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration on forms obtainable 
from FHA local offices or from 
WPB district offices. The FHA 
lecal officer will decide whether 
a project is eligible for recommen- 
dation to WPB. If so, the appli- 
cation will go to WPB’s produc- 
tion division, headed by William 
H. Harrison, for final considera- 
tion. 

A board will be created to hear 
appeals from rejections. 


FHA Head Here Asks W 
for Interpretation. 

J. W. Kuhiman, FHA adminis- 
trator in St. Louis, said he had 
asked in Washington for a ruling 
interpreting the new WPB regula- 
tions on residence construction. 

It was his understanding, in the 
absence of an official interpreta- 
tion, that it would permit con- 
struction here of homes costing up 
to $6000, but only for workers en- 
gaged in activity vital to the war 
effort.

A committee representing the 
CIO United Automobile Workers

ture of passenger automobiles was 
discontinued. 

Luther M. Slinkard, secretary ‘of 
the Industrial Union Council, who 
headed the group, said only 700 of 
the 2200 union members dismissed 
at the Chevrolet plant had found 
other employment. 

Most of these have now received 
nine weeks of unemployment com- 
pensation payments, the maximum 
being $18 a week. Under the law 
these payments must cease after 
16 weeks. The CIO plan is for a 
10-week extension of these pay- 
ments. 

The union has attempted to place 
its men in other jobs and has en- 
couraged them to seek training 
that would qualify them for war 
production. Extension of the un- 
employment compensation pay- 
ments, Slinkard said, would enable 
some union members to continue 
the training courses they have 
undertaken. 

Recently the union sent question- 
naires to 1000 members to learn 
how they had fared since they 
lost their jobs through no fault 
of their own. There were 330 re- 
plies. Of these, 228 said they had 
no employment, and 102 were 
working, many of them at jobs 
that paid less than they had earned 
as automobile workers.

HE further unification of Al- 
T ties strategy and the co-ordina- 

tion of Allied action, particular- 
ly in Europe, are assumed to be the 
main purposes which have brought 
Gen. George C.. Marshall and Harry 
L. Hopkins to London. 

Specific decisions may be taken 
during the visit here, and plans for 
carrying those decisions into ef- 
fect may be formulated, it is 
thought. As the President’s most 
intimate confidunt, Hopkins will 
be able to act, virtually with the 
same freedom as the President, in 
his conversations with Prime Min- 
ister Churchill .and others. Gen. 
Marshall, as a practical military 
man of first dimensions, command- 
ing the fullest authority over the 
American forces, will be able to de- 
termine what the possibilities and 
impossibilities are, and, conse- 
quently, in co-operation with Brit- 
ish service chiefs, to check the fea- 
sibility of any broad plans which 
the political leaders of the two 
countries, or their representatives, 
may favor. 

All the British newspapers em- 
phasize Gen. Marshall's offensive 
spirit and recall his utterances 
about carrying the war to the 
enemy. At the same time they are 
reserved in commenting on the 
possible connection between the 
present visit and the establish- 
ment of a second front. 

Two things appear certain in 
regard to a second front: First, 
the United States is determined 
to assume the offensive in Europe 
at the first possible moment at 
which enough men and material 
are available to promise success 
in the circumstances then prevail- 
ing; second, such an operation 
must be undertaken with convic- 
tion and the determination to 
make a success of it whatever the 
cost—not with the idea that it 
may be necessary to withdraw if 
things go wrong. ; 

Experts agree that, in any case, 
elaborate and sti elastic plans 
must be made on the basis of vast 
and well-equipped armies, a large 
and well-adapted fleet of merchant 
and naval vessels with a heavy 
reserve and a huge air force, The 
size of the force would naturally 
depend on involvements of the 
enemy elsewhere and the size of 
the force he would be able to em- 
ploy.

We had the 
lessons of the Allies’ and enemies’ 
experience for almost three years 
to go on. The Allies had the later 
experience and methods of the War 
Industries Board already partly 
blocked out and we had sent mis- 
sions overseas to learn what they 
were doing. : 


Also we had in some sense be- 
come an “arsenal of the democra- 
cies”—and of the enemies of dem- 
orcracy, too. Many of our plants 
were turning out -guns, shells, 
trucks, ships and munitions—chief- 
ly explosives and propellants. We 
had stepped up our war produc- 
tion very greatly and knew a great 
deal about dealing with military 
buyers and specifications. 

Furthermore, and most import- 
ant of all, is a point frequently 
overlooked. We soon found out 
that, whereas the Allies had 
reached the peak of their man 
power, we were nowhere near ours. 


What Allies Needed. 


They had more arms-making ca- 
pacity than they knew what to do 
with. What they needed most 
from us was principally raw ma- 
terials for both their arms and 
ours. We had it in plenty but we 
did not have the factories to con- 
vert it into finished arms. 

It so happened, therefore, that 
we sent them the steel, chemicals 
and food that they needed to make 
arms and bought from them. most 
of our artillery, a lot of our am- 
munition and nearly all our air- 
planes. 

We furnished them food and 
shoes and only such instruments 
of war as trucks and parts of 
tanks. 

It is a fact that only about. 10,- 
000 rounds of artillery of American 
manufacture — mostly shrapnel 
which was not in great demand— 
was fired from the American lines

Nazis’ Hints of Push to East 


May Hide Plan to Hit in West 


Obvious Move Is All-Out Attack on Russia, 
but Possibilities Include Drive on British 
Isles or North Africa.

HE record of Adolf Hitler is 
sufficient proof that it is al- 
ways .wise to distrust the ob- 
vious when considering his. pos- 
sible intentions. Most gigns Point 
to an all-out German attack’ on 
Russia, concentrated on the south- 
ern sector of the Russian front, 
within a very short time. This 
writer has been and still is of 
the opinion that this is the most 
probable German major move this 
spring. Nevertheless, the cheerful 
unanimity with which German 
sources confirm this forecast gives 
rise to some small suspicion that 
the Germans may have something 
else in mind. 


Germany occupied a central po- 
sition between two powerful ene- 
mies: Soviet Russia to the east, 
and Great Britain, reinforced by 
American armaments, to the west. 
German strategical thought has 
long been based on using Ger- 
many’s central position to concen- 
tratte overwhelming offensive 
power against an enemy on one 
side whfle taking the defensive on 
the other. This spring almost all 
observers believe that the Nazis 
will concentrate against Russia 
while taking the defensive in the 
west. The corollary of this con- 
ception is certainly that Britain 
and America should undertake as 
vigorous offensive operations in the 
west as their resources permit in 
order to keép Germany from strik- 
ing at Russia undisturbed. So runs 
the orthodox military thought at 
the moment, 

Yet it might be well to examine 
the possibiilty that the enemy may 
do something else.

fresh reinforcements and. supplies 
to be sent across to Africa. Alto- 
gether, it is not inconceivable that 
the main axjs of the first German 
attack may be directed southeast- 
erly instead of due east, though 
this may be only a part of a major 
operation which will include an 
offensive in South Russia. 


However, there is another very 
definite possibility. During the 
winter campaign the Germans 
have had an opportunity to test 
the strength of their defensive po- 
sitions in Russia and they may be 
satisfied that these positions can 
hold back any Russian attack for 
some months. It is possible to 
conceive of a line of German rea+ 
soning which would take the view 
that the greatest actual peril to 
Germany is the rising tide of 
American armed power. The Japa- 
nese method of dealing with a 
similar situation was to seize the 
bases from which that armed 
power could be used against them 
before the factors of time and dis- 
tance would allow its accumulation 
in strength in the Far Hast. 

The Germans may consider that 
they have no choice but to try to 
do the same.

stintingly to give.” 3 

The truth of the matter is that every 
conscientious objector pays for his own 
room and board dnd all expenses. In 
cases where he or his family cannot do 
that, the expense is borne by some 
ehurch pr religious organization. 

Such projects as flood control, soil 
restoration and fire prevention are not 
being “stintingly” performed. Every re- 
port indicates that the conscientious ob- 
jectors who pay their own expenses are 
doing far better work than the men who 
were paid for it. 

In England, where the status of con- 
scientious objector is both recognized and 
respected, these men are performing the 
most hazardous duties known in war- 
time. They have given their lives 
rescuing others from bombed buildings. 
They are in spots far more dangerous 
than that occupied by armchair Generals. 

It is, therefore, intemperate to label 
such men as being, with few exceptions, 
“2 lousy lot.” American conscientious 
objectors are ready and eager to serve 
their country, just as their English 
friends have done and are doing. 

Whether or not we agree with the 
stand taken by the conscientious objec- 
tor; we must protect his rights to act ac- 
cording to his convictions. If we fail 
here, we sacrifice the very principles we 
are seeking to defend.

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PLIGHT OF THE AUTO DEALERS. 

It is high time that the Goverment gave financial 
support to the country’s 44,000 auto dealers, who find 
their stocks frozen, much of their overhead continuing 
and their capital being consumed as a result'of the 
war emergency. Chairman Murray of the Senate 
Small Business Committee has proposed a bill ex- 
tending RFC aid to’‘dealers.in rationed articles. 
Unless such assistance is provided, he warns, there 
will be “widespread bankruptcy and ruin among 
small business men throughout the country.” Anto 
dealers are among the hardest hit of all those af- 
fected by raiioning, and they have gone for more 
than three months with no relief ef any_ kind. 

Even though their business is so. drastically 
limited by the necessities’ of war, auto dealers are 
trying energetically to keep going. The freezing 
order has created a general impression that all auto 
sales are forbidden, though in fact there is a consid- 
erable list of persons eligible to make purchases, 
Cyrus McCormick III, chfef of the OPA’s automobile 
and truck section, summed up the situation in an 
address last week when he said: “It is not a crime 
to own a new automobile. It is.a crime for a person 
who needs an automobile in war work not to have 
one.” He urged, therefore, that dealers help make 
it clear that transportation for war workers must 
continue, 
in St. Louis and elsewhere to inform eligible persons, 
such as physicians, war plant workers, firemen, 
policemen, and highway builders, that they are en- 
titled to buy new cars if they need them. 

The auto dealers thus are trying to help them- 
selves, but Government aid to tide them over these 
difficult months is nevertheless a vital necessity, 
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THESE FEARS ARE UNJUSTIFIED. 

In the Army’s opposition to construction of a $30,- 
000,000 airplane engine factory in St. Louis, this 
city’s past reputation as a seat of labor troubles 
has come back to haunt it. 

Undoubtedly, the feeling of high military men 
against St. Louis is traceable directly to the un- 
favorable reports made by official representatives 
who made surveys here some time ago. 

Last September, for instance, the labor situation 
here was called “the worst in the country” by Merrill 
C. Meigs, chief of the aircraft branch of the OPM. 
Because of the delays in completion of the Curtiss- 
Wright plant here, Meigs announced, it had been 
necessary to take a $2,000,000-a-month Army trans- 
port plane contract away from St. Louis and transfer 
it to Buffalo. . 

Just before that, Col. William F. Volandt of the 
Army Air Corps had told the Chamber of Commerce 
that union troubles here had caused such serious 
delays that the St. Louis area might be left out of 
future plans for expansion of aircraft plants.

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' NEGROES IN THE NAVY. 

History was written Tuesday, and an ancient 
landmark of racial discrimination shattered, when 
Secretary Knox announced that’ Negroes will now 
be accepted in the Navy—not just as servants and 
cooks, but as fighting men and non-commissioned 
officers.

ber of the Yale faculty since 1924, 
Prof. Dodge was one of the three 
original directors of the institute 
of human relations here.

About 10,000 competent midwives 
have been trained in the last 15 
years, she said, with. the hope 
that a total of 150,000 will be 
trained within the next 30 years. 

New Schools Despite War. 

At present, she said, about 2000 
women are being graduated annu- 
ally from 54 schools for midwives, 
scattered throughout China. The 
three-year course is open only to 
women who have had at least 10 
years of basic education. It {n- 
cludes a year of basic science, a 
year of practical obstetrical expe- 
rience, and a year of training in 
public health, Five: or six new 
schools were established in the last 
three years despite the war, she 
said. | 

Until the establishment of the 
midwife-training program, rural 
China had yirtually no facilities 
for modern obstetrical care, she 
said. China’s infant death rate, 
which is 150 to 200 for each 1000 
live births, was even now about 
four times greater than that of the 
United States and was consider- 
ably larger before the institution 
of the program, she declared. 

That the current supply of mid- 
wives ig still inadequate is attested 
by the fact that the 10,000 trained 
persons must take care of about 
12 million annugl births, Dr. Yang 
estimates that one midwife, in 
rural areas, can handle about 125 
births a year. Eighty per cent of 
China’s total population lives in 
rural areas, 

Medical Care for Peasants, 

Most medical care for the peas- 
ant is in the hands of an elective 
official who receives but, one 
month’s training. There is one of 
these officials for each 50 or 60 
persons. Hig duties are to admin- 
ister first aid, to report vital sta- 
tistics, and to refer any serious 
cases to the nearest clinic. There 
is one clinic for each 250 or 300 
persons, 

As now arranged, there is one 
doctor and one small hospital for 
each district, which contains from 


}15,000 to 20,000 persons. Twenty 


years ago, however, rural China 
had no trained medical personnel. 

Medical facilities in Chungking 
are now so arranged that patients

Cancer Discussed. 

Cancer was a principal topic at 
today’s session. Dr, Harold P. 
Rusch of the University of Wis- 
consin declared in an interview 
that skin cancer was more fre- 
quent among seafaring men, farm- 
ers and laborers than among other 
types of workers, but the out-of- 
doors workers did not experience 
as much internal cancer ag the 
others. 

In his address to the convention, 
Dr. Rusch asserted that “pro- 
longed irritation of the tissues has 
long been regarded as an impor- 
tant etiological factor in the cause 
of cancer,”

A nurse is available at any time, 
and the State provides funds for 
persons who are unable to pay for 
obstetrical service. In addition, full- 
time consultants are available in 
the county seat to instruct the gen- 
eral practitioners in obstetrics. 
Dr. Dyer emphasized that the

OW, what actually has hap- 

pened in the evolution of the 
Nazi revolution, which, I repeat, 
started by being definitely anti- 
capitalist, as regards the huge con- 
centrations of wealth? Actually 
Germany has become the center 
of the most ruthless monopoly 
capitalism the world has ever 
known. The middle classes have 
been abolished. The small indus- 
tries have become wholly sub- 
servient to the big ones. The 
masses of the people are pawhs 
in the hands of the State. And the 
State is to an immense extent a 
pawn in the hands of the few 
great industrialists. 

The lebensraum—the living room 
—of which Hitler speaks in every 
talk, is just the old “living room” 
of international capitalism; trade, 
in which all competition is stran- 
gled; outlets for the immense con- 
solidated works that have crushed 
their home competitors, and liens 
on raw materials in subservient 
areas, where these industrialists, 
with the aid of an oppositioniess 
government, can set the prices. 

There seems to be a theory 
abroad that German great in- 
dustrialists aren’t making money 
in the Third Reich. That is an il- 
lusion, They are making huge 
profits and consolidating their 
economic power. Some, of course, 
like Fritz Thyssen, have run afoul 
of the machinery, and lost their 
properties. But the Thyssen case 
was largely personal. 

The big armament firms, like 
Krupp, I. G. Farben, Hermann 
Goering Works (Goering has be- 
come one of the richest men in 
Germany) have managed to get 
around excess profits taxes afid, 
by the system of subcontracting, 
to pass on the less profitable oper- 
ations to the smal! firms, while 
holding the big stuff for them- 
selves.

Only 23 Writers See Dodg- 
ers as Repeaters—Cin- 
cinnati Gets 4 1-2 Votes 
for First. 


NEW YORK, April 9 (AP).—By 
a 2-to-1 margin, the experts today 
picked the St. Louis Cardinals to 
overthrow Brooklyn’s Dodgers and 
win the 1942 National League pen- 
nant. 

In a surprisingly one-sided vote, 
46 of the 74 baseball writers ballot- 
ing in the annual Associated Press 


» spennant poll tabbed the Cards to 


finish on top. One other writer, 
Jim Gould of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, couldn’t make up 
his mind between the Cards and 
Cincinnati Reds, and split his 
ballot. 

Only 23 picked the Dodgers to 
repeat their 1941 triumph in the 
senior circuit. Four forecast a re- 
turn of the Reds to the top spot 
they held in 1939 and *40. No one 
could see the Cards worse than 
third, while four writers picked 
Brooklyn as low as fourth. 

Those were the only three clubs 
drawing ballots for first place and 
the voting wound up in that order, 
with St. Louis piling up 563% 
points on a basis of eight for «4 
first-place vote, seven for a second, 
six for a third, etc. Brooklyn had 
515 and Cincinnati 434%. 

The Pittsburgh Pirates, who 
brought up the rear of the first 
division in last year’s pennant pa- 
rade, were tabbed to do that again 
this time: Frank Frisch's Frolics 
were selected on three second- 
place ballots, 21 third and 32 fourth 
and compiled 375 points. 

The second-division voting wound 
up with New York, Chicago, Bos- 
ton and (you guessed it) Philadel- 
phia’s Phils in that order. There 
was quite a scramble for fifth 
place, with the Giants, under Mel 
Ott’s brand-new. management, win- 
ning out, 290 to 244. 

Naturally, there was no arguU- 
ment for the cellar. In fact, only 
four of the 74 writers had the 
Phils in seventh place. One hardy 
citizen, however, saw them as high 
as fifth in his crystal ball.

Economical Menus 


By Meta Given 


S a nation, Americans have 

become vitamin-conscious. A 

great many of us are faithful 
consumers of various vitamin con- 
There seems to be no 
special harm in the practice of 
taking vitamin “pills” even when 
we do not need them, except the 
harm to the pocketbook. But 
nutritionists say that we can get 
a full quota of most vitamins from 
a well-balanced diet which con- 
tains a good proportion of fruits, 
vegetables and whole grain or en- 
riched bread and cereals, without 
extra vitamin preparations. The 
one exception is Vitamin D, which 
oceurs in few foods, but which the 
body can make if it gets lots of 
sunshine. In infancy and child- 
hood, extra Vitamin D should be 
given for safety in the form of 
cod liver or some other fish liver 
oil, or a concentrate, which is 
really a supplementary food.

The causes of acute abdomen 
are many. Probably the common- 
est is acute appendicitis. This may 
start out quite insidiously, but 


A second catise of the acute ab- 
domen is intestinal obstruction. 
The commonest form of this is a 
stranguiated hernia. It is aston- 
ishing how matty people do not 
know that they have a hernia 
which may be dangerous. Of a 
series of patients who entered «4 
hospital with a‘ strangulated fem- 
oral hernia, 43 per cent, and their 
doctors, did not know that a hernia 
existed, and had not idea of the 
cause of the symptoms, 


A THIRD FORM of intestinal 
obstruction occurs around ad- 
hesions. In any patient who has 
had an abdominal operation and 
who suddenly has the symptoms of 
acute abdomen, this complication 
should be suspected. 

Another which occurs ‘fn chil- 
dren is known as intussusception. 
This is a telescoping of the small 
bowel into the large bowel. A 
form of intestinal obstruction that 
occurs in old people is known as 
volvulus and is due to a twisting 
df the bowel on itself. 

Acute abdomen may be caused 
by perforation of a part of the 
stomach or bowel in which an ulcer 
has eaten through. This occurs in 
ulcer of the stomach, typhoid 
fever, ulcerative colitis and other 
conditions. 

Still another cause of acute ab- 
domen is a twisting of one of the 
pelvic organs. 


THE MOST IMPORTANT thing 
that the layman should know 
about acute abdomen is not to try 
to treat it at home; especially not 
to try to treat it with cathartics. 
Somebody who has “a little belly- 
ache” .almost invariably thinks it 
will get better if he takes a 
cathartic. In every known condi- 
tion which causes an acute abdo- 
men, this simply makes it worse 
and tends to throw the patient into 
a dangerous shock. 

The best thing to do is to apply 
heat until the doctor gets there. 
By all odds, if there is any possi- 
bility of getting a doctor, do so. 
A great many cases get well by 
themselves if they are not stirred 
up by a cathartic, so even if you 
can’t get a doctor, don’t get hys- 
terical and don’t give a cathartic. 
Put the patient to bed with heat 
on the abdomen in the form of a 
hot pack or » hot towel and re- 
mempber that there is such a thing 
as the acute abdomen which be- 
gins with little symptoms such as 
a little pain and discomfort, but 
which can quickly grow into big 
ones.

Peroxide and ammonia are effectual for leaching super- 
fluous hair when the following proportions are used. For arms, 
hands and legs: To six tablespoonfiils of peroxide add one-half 
tablespoonful ‘of ordinary household ammonia. Beat mixture 


, till it is cloudy. Then, using a pad of cotton, pat it lightly on 


the hairs to be bleached. Let it dry. For the face: To three 
tablespoonfuls of peroxide add six drops of ammonia, and apply 
as above. Should this solution fail to give desired results add 
sufficient powdered pumice or cghalk of magnesia to the pro- 


B portions of peroxide and ammonia given above, to make a 


paste. Spread this over the hair and let remain till dry. Re- 
move with cold water. This paste holds more of 4he bleaching 


solution on the hair for a longer period than is possible when 
the liquid is merely patted on.

N 12 hospitals in the city of St. 

Louis there are some 150 women 

workirig today at tasks that net 
no glory. These women are Red 
Cross Nurse’s Aides. Their uniforms 
have no military flair. They give 
unselfishly of their time and 
energy. Their jobs are down-to- 
earth ones. They make hospital 
beds. They empty bed pans. They 
help feed patients who cannot feed 
themselves. They do a thousand 
and one odd jobs that hold no 
glamour. And yet these women 
are performing the most exacting 
and valuable service that the Red 
Cross requires of any volunteer. 
For these women, the nucleus of 
the Nurse’s Aide’s Corps that must 
be increased by many times its 
present size, are helping to solve 
the problem of the shortage of 
nurses. 

As our armed forces require the 
services of more and more trained 
nurses, the Red Cross Nurse’s 
Aides step into the breach to per- 
form routine duties done by pro- 
fessional nurses in peacetime. 
They help the. registered nurses 
still left on duty. And they do it 
without pay but with personal sat- 
isfaction of doing a vitally neces-

women a month for months to 
come. The work done by these 
Red Cross volunteers in the nurs- 


ing field will relieve the desperate 


situation in St. Louis hospitals. 
The problem now is getting a suf- 
ficient number of volunteers.” 


At the outset of any conversa- 
tion on the subject, women con- 
nected with the Nurse’s Aide divi- 
sion of Red Cross volunteer serv- 
ice, emphasize that being a Nurse’s 
Aide ig hard work and little’ else. 
But they also emphasize that it is 
the answer to those women who 
want to know what they can do 
to help the most. 


To qualify as a Nurse’s Aide you 
must be between the ages of 18 
and 50; be an American citizen; be 
willing to give of your time and 
energy Without pay; complete sat- 
isfactorily an 80 hoyr course of in- 
struction and be willing to give 150 
hours yearly, preferably within a 
three-month period, to actual work 
in a hospital. Originally, educa- 
tional requirements eliminated 
those who had not completed high 
school, but as the nursing situa- 
tion became more acute, there has 
been a relaxation of this rule and 
examiners for the Nurse’s Aide 
Corps are apt to overlook slight 
educational shortcomings. Also in 
the past few weeks, the rule that 
training cannot be given to those 
employed during the day, has been 
abolished and evening classes

are now open to those who can 
meet the Nurse’s Aide specifica- 
tions. 

Typical of those women who 
have already gone quietly to work 
as Nurse’s Aides is Mrs. Kath- 
arine Stabeck, who this week will 
complete her 150 required hours of 
actual duty. Since March 4, Mrs. 
Stabeck has put in six hours each 
day, five days each week, at City 
Hospital. At the present time she 
is an aide of all chores on the 
Pediatrics floor. Her hours are 
from 9 each morning to 3:30 each 
afternoon, with one-half hour out 
for lunch. 

"Tt isn’t difficult to learn,” says 
Mrs. Stabeck. “And it satisfied a 
desire I’ve had since the last war 
to be a nurse. The work is inter- 
esting, but it’s hard, At the end 
of the day I go home limping, But 
then perhaps not everybody would 
have trouble with their feet.”

OT all Nurse’s Aides work the

Graduate Nurse’s Aides, Red 
Cross officials emphasize, must not 
be confused with registered nurses.

duties considered safe for the non- 
professional worker—duties such 
as making beds, taking tempera- 
tures, attending to the patient’s 
personal needs, serving meals, set- 
ting up treatment and bath trays, 
and bathing patients. 

The Red Cross admits in all hon- 
esty that in view of the hard work 
involved in being a Nurse’s Aide, 
its only hope in enlisting volun- 
teers is the desire of St. Louis 
women to serve in a vitally neces- 
gary field. They realize that ask- 
ing women to take 150 hours— 
preferably within a three month 
period—away from their homes is 
asking a sacrifice. And they also 
realize that asking the same 
amount of time from employed 
women for evening duty is asking 
a still greater service. 

“But,” says Miss Sullivan, “the 
Nurse’s Aide branch of the volun- 
teer services has this to offer— 
a personal satisfaction in knowing 
you’re doing something really 
worthwhile, the satisfaction of 
knowing you're doing your part to 
ease a desperate situation.” 

In time of war or other emer- 
gency, such as a tornado or an 
epidemic, Nurse’s Aides are moral- 
ly obligated to serve whenever and 
for as long a period of time as 
they are needed. But they are not 
sent away from their own locality 
and in such instances as an influ- 
enza epidemic no aide is asked to 
serve if such service would en- 
danger her own family. 

Whether you are married or 
single has no bearing on your 
eligibility to the Nurse’s Aide 
corps. Married women with no 
children, or women with children

for whom adequate maid service 
is provided, are as eligible as 
‘young single women who are un- 
employed and have unlimited time 
to give. But the Red Cross does 
believe that the first line of de 
fense is the hame and they dis- 
courage women who have the en- 
tire care of their own families 
from giving time to Red Cross 
services when that time can be 
spent to better advantage within 
their own homes. 

Nurse’s Aides wear a blue and 
white uniform — blue jumper over 
white blouse—and the insignia of 
the Volunteer Nurse’s Aide Corps 
appear on the sleeve and cap. 
Uniforms are given after the aide 
has finished her first unit of class 
work taught by a qualified grad- 
uate nurse. After this class work 
the aide is given supervised prac- 
tice in wards of hospitals specially 
designated as training centers by 
the Office of Civilian Defense. 
After these two units — 80 hours 
of training in all—are completed, 
she is ready to put in her 150 
hours of service, helping the grad- 
uate nurses in whatever hospital 
to which she is assigned. 

If you have been looking for 
your niche in the defense pro- 
gram and are the sort of woman 
who can take the work and let 
the glory go, the Red Cross in- 
vites you to call Mrs. Eugene 
Fusz, in charge of interviewing 
applicants for Nurse’s Aide 
Corps, at in 4980, But 
make no mistake about it.
